REPORT OF THE 


SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


Juvenal compared the Roman teacher, worn’ out with the con- 
stant repitition of the same thoughts, to a “hashed cabbage 
which was neither savory nor nutritious.” We think school re- 
ports would have shared with teachers in the happy comparison, 
‘had the prevailing system been that of the past. For the usual 
remarks upon “reform,” “qualification of teachers,” prudential com- 
mittees,” and the “closing hints,” I refer the reader to past re- 
ports, fully satisfied that their omission for one year will not prove 
disastrous to the cause of education. 

To parents I would say: In the noble work of siuediannie you 
are the most potent agency. The future improvement of our 
schools depends largely upon your interest in their welfare ; upon 
your presence in the school room, and your words of encourage- 
ment, rebuke and counsel. I now pass toa brief review of the 
schools for the year, by districts, firm in the belief that the whole 
plan is unproductive of good. Teachers are not eee s some 
are progressive, imbued with the “spirit of the age,” and alive to 
its exigencies ; others, commencing with a small capital of cheap 
wares, must soon replenish, or retire before the march of im- 
provement. Is it always judicious to extol the one class, and 
apply the lash to the other, in a public manner ?

The scholars, 
bright and active, exhibiting a lively interest in the exercises. At 
the close of the school, spirited declamations, interesting dialogues, 
and various miscellaneous exercises enliy dead the occasion. Pa- 
rental visits and efforts to secure a regular attendance contribute 
much to the character of this school. 

Upper school, Winter Term. Teacher, Mr. F. I, Foster. Mr. 
foster’s method of instruction is prima facie evidence that he be- 
hieves the world advances, and the “times demand new measures.”
